Benjamin Disraeli’s career in practi­ 
cal politics began with a series of re­ 
verses that might have discouraged a 
less persistent fighter. 
Five times the 
youthful novelist and versatile bud­ 
ding statesman attempted to break 
into parliament before he succeeded in 
winning an election, going down to de 
feat three times ut Wycombe and once 
at Taunton. 
In William Flayvelle Monypenny’s 
“Life of Benjamin Disraeli" the au­ 
thor declares that tales are still told in 
Wycombe of Disraeli’s famous first 
speech from the portico of the Red 
Lion: 
“Tile youthful orator was now at the 
height of his dandyism, and his ‘curls 
and ruliles' played no small part in 
tile election. 
Standing on the top of 
(lie porch beside the figure of the lion, 
with his pale face set off by masses of 
jet black hair and his person plente­ 
ously adorned with lace and cambric, 
he must have seemed to the spectators 
better fitted for his role of fashionable 
novelist than for that of strenuous pol­ 
itician. 
Great, then, was their sur­ 
prise when tills ‘popinjay,’ as a hostile 
newspaper called him, began to pour 
forth a torrent of eloquence with tre­ 
mendous energy of action and In a 
voice that carried far along the High 
street, 
lie had an instinct for the d ra ­ 
matic effects which hold the attention 
of the mob. ‘When the poll is declared 
I shall be there,’ he exclaimed, accord­ 
ing to a Wycombe tradition, pointing 
to the head of the lion, ‘and my oppo­ 
nent will be there,’ pointing to the 
tail. 
By tin* admission even of tin* op­ 
posite party the speech was a com­ 
plete success, and his popularity with 
the crowd was thenceforth assured.” 
As to the young orator's appearance 
at Taunton. Mr. Monypenny gathers 
these comments of an eyewitness from 
an almost forgotten book of that time; 
“Never in my life had I been so 
struck by a face {is I was by that of 
Disraeli, 
it was lividly pale, and from 
beneath two finely arched eyebrows 
blazed out a pair of Intensely black 
eyes. 
I never have seen such orbs In 
mortal sockets either before or since. 
His physiognomy was strictly Jewish. 
Over a broad, high forehead were ring 


le ts of coal black, glossy hair, which, 
combed awny from his right temple, 
fell In luxuriant clusters or bunches 
over his left cheek and ear. which it 
entirely concealed from view. 
“There was a sort of half smile, half 
sneer playing about his beautifully 
formed mouth, the upper lip of which 
was curved as we sec It in the por­ 
traits of Byron. 
Ile was very showily 
attired in a dark bottle green frock 
coat, a waistcoat of the most extrava­ 
gant pattern, the front of which was 
almost covered with glittering chains, 
and in fancy pattern pantaloons. 
Ile 
wore a plain black stock, but no collar 
was visible. 
Altogether he was the 
most intellectual looking exquisite I 
had ever seen. 
“He commenced in a lisping, lacka­ 
daisical tone of voice. 
He minced his 
phrases in apparently the most affect­ 
ed manner and while he was speaking 
placed his hands iii nil imaginable po­ 
sitions. not because he felt aw kw ard 
and did not know, like a booby in a 
drawing room, where to put them, but 
apparently for the purpose of exhibit­ 
ing to the best advantage the glitter­ 
ing rings which decked his white and 
taper fingers. 
Now he would place his 
thumbs In the armholes of his waist­ 
coat and spread out his fingers on its 
flashing surface; then one set of digits 
would be released and he would lean 
affectedly on the table, supporting him­ 
self with his right hand; anon he 
would push aside the curls from his 
forehead. 
“But as he proceeded all traces of 
dandyism and affectation were lost. 
With a rapidity of utterance perfectly 
astonishing he referred to past events 
and indulged in 
future. 
The Whigs were, of course, 
the objects of his unsparing satire

I and ais eloquent denunciations of them 
were applauded to the echo 
iii all he 
said he proved himself to be the fin­ 
ished orator. 
Every period was round­ 
ed with the utmost elegance, and in 
his most daring (lights, when one trera- 
( bled lest lie should fall from the giddy 
height to which he had attained, be so 
gracefully descended that every hearer 
was wrapped in admiring surprise. 
ID’s voice, at first so finical, gradually 
became full. musical and sonorous and 
with every 
varying sentiment 
was

I show, but he exemplified the eloquence. 
of tile hand 
The dandy was trans- 
j formed Into the man of mind, the Man* 
talini looking personage into a prac­ 
ticed orator and finished elocutionist.”

SHE SNUBBED MONROE. 


Incident 
In the Later 
Life of 
Mrs. 
Alexander Hamilton. 
A striking incident in the later life 
of Mrs. Alexander Hamilton, who su r­ 
vived her husband fifty years, is told 
In Hie words of an eyewitness in Al­ 
lan Mebane Hamilton's “ intimate Life 
of Alexander Hamilton.'' 
Mrs. Hamilton could never forget the 
behavior 
of Monroe when be, with 
Muhlenberg 
and 
Venables, 
accused 
Hamilton of financial irregularities at 
the time of the Reynolds incident. 
Many years afterw ard when they were 
both aged people Monroe visited her, 
and an interview occurred which was 
witnessed by a nephew, who was then 
a lad of fifteen. 
"I bad.” he says. 
“been sent to call upon my Aunt 
H am ­ 
ilton one afternoon. 
I found her in 
her garden and was there with her 
talking 
when 
a 
maidservant 
came 
from (lie house with a card. 
It was 
tile card of Jam es Monroe. 
She read 
the nam e and stood holding the card, 
much pertuiihhI. 
Her voice sank, and 
she spoke very low as she always did 
when she was angry. 
‘W hat has that 
man come to see me for?’ escaped 
from lier. 
‘Why, Aunt Hamilton,’ said 
I. ‘don’t you know It's Mr. Monroe, 
and lie’s been president, ami he is vis­ 
iting here now In the neighborhood 
and lins been very much made of and 
invited everywhere, and so—I suppose 
ho has come to call and pay his re­ 
spects to you?’ 
After a moment's hes­ 
itation ‘I will see him,’ she said. 
“The maid went back to the house. 
My aunt followed, walking rapidly. I 
after her. 
As sin* entered the parlor 
Monroe rose. 
She stood in the middle 
of the room facing him. 
She did not 
ask him to sit down 
He bowed and. 
addressing 
her formally, 
made 
her 
rather a set speech—that It was many 
years since they had met, that the 
lapse of lime brought its softening in­ 
fluences. that they both were nearing 
the grave, when past differences could 
lie forgiven and forgotten—In short, 
from his point of view a very nice, 
conciliatory, well turned little speech. 
She answered, still standing and look­ 
ing at bim; ‘Mr. Monroe, lf you have 
come to tell me that you repent, that 
you are sorry, very sorry, for the mis­ 
representations and the slanders and 
the stories you circulated against my 
dear husband—if you have come to say 
this. I understand it. 
But otherwise 
no lapse of time, no nearness to the 
grave, 
makes any 
difference.’ 
She 
stopped speaking. Monroe turned, took 
up his hat and left the room.” 
In this connection It may be said 
that the oft repeated story of the 
meeting of Mrs. Hamilton and Aaron 
Burr many years later on an Albany 
steamboat is a fiction, but it was prob­ 
ably suggested by the Monroe incident

A us­ 
tria and England, w here early w a rn ­ 
ings and prom pt repressive m easures 
kept it down.

The disease w as carried from Bom 
bay to Marseilles In a bundh* of rags 
consigned to a pasteboard factory,

has been carried across the Atlantic, 
A rgentina, P a rag u ay and Brazil, m en­ 


acing the Islands of the Spanish main 
nearer th e United States. 
In all, fifty- 
tw o countries have been reached by 
tin* present visitation. 
Tile disease appears in three differ­

K ing John, it would seem, though le­ 
gally married to Isabella of Angou- 
lemo, fell desperately in love in 1214 
With “ M atilda" or "M aud," “the F air.” 
the beautiful dau gh ter of Robert, Lord 
j Fitzw alter. 
This lady, rem aining deaf 
I to ids entreaties, 
was treacherously 
abducted from 
her fa th e r’s seat at 
D unm ow by the king’s order and shut 
; up Iii the round turret of the W hite 
: tower. 
On this F itzw alter m ade a 
vain attem pt to rouse tile people to re­ 
volt, but was forced to fly to F rance 
wit Ii his wife and rem aining children. 
M aud once safe in the tower. King 
i Jo h n renewed his suit, but only suc­ 
ceeded in driving her to utter silence, 
1 w hich so infuriated bim th at he scut 
her a poisoned egg for lier breakfast, 
and she died early in 1215. 
A year 
later her rem ains w ere translated to 
th e fam ily vault at Dunmow. 
W hen the news o f this c rafty mur- 
; d er cam e to the ears of F itzw alter he 
forthw ith 
returned to E ngland and 
discovered to his joy th a t the barons 
w ere on til© point of declaring w ar 
a g ainst John. 
Ile a t once placed him ­ 
self a t their head, hoping, it is said, to 
1 com bine Ids personal revenge w ith his 
! d u ty as an English peer anil is indeed 
supposed to have forced the king to 
, sign the great c h a rte r for the express 
! purpose of hum iliating his daug hter's 
m urderer. 
T hu s from an egg was 
hatched the great charter. 
W hether 
tin* story be true or false, it is a cer­ 
tified historical fact th at tho barons 
held the tow er in pledge till John con­ 
sented to accept the ch arter and a f­ 
fixed Ids reluctant sign ature Jo the 
deed. 
A bout a y ea r later, w hen the w ar 
w ith the barons w as at its height and 
Jo h n once more a power, the* tow er 
again fell into his hands, and. though 
th e barons laid siege to it, they were 
repulsed by tin* king's men.

on Nov. I. 1215, tin* tem porary court 
of K ing Louis of France, w hom the 
rebellious barons had 
sum moned to 
assist iii th e a d ju stm en t of th eir griev­ 
ances. 
A ppearing 
before th e gates 
w ith a large body of men, Ii** so com ­ 
pletely aw ed 
Hie officials th a t they 
handed over tin* keys w ithout striking 
a blow for their rightful monarch. 


FREAKS OF A RIVER. 


A Stream So Crooked That It D o u b t -

T his river is probably the most r<- 
m arkable body of w ater, barring the 
D ead sea. on this footstool and has 
stood more a use and bad language 
th an the Chicago river.

is com ing iii the river runs upstream, 
and not only that, but the u pper part 
of it. which is fresh w ater, also runs 
up, and th** spectacle of a fresh w ater 
river beating it uphill is alone enough 
to call attention to itself. 
But then* is 
m uch m ore to it than that. 
T he N orth river is noted for being 
th e scene of the last Indian raid on the 
coast settlem ents. 
It is notable for 
having given birth to th e ship Colum­ 
bia, 
whose captain 
discovered 
and 
n am ed the Columbia river, an d w as 
th e first A m erican vessel to circum 
n av ig ate th e world. It is notorious for 
having suddenly changed its m ind on 
its course on the night of Nov. 27, 1898. 
w hen it m oved its m outh th ree miles to 
th e northw ard, presented the tow n of 
Marshfield with a deep harbor, killed 
th ree men an d converted about 200,000 
acres of prime m eadow land into a salt 
m arsh. 
B ut the chief tiling about this river 
is its crookedness. 
T his river is so 
crooked th a t it double crosses Itself 
If you don't believe it go and see 
T h e re is one place In H an ov er where 
by m aking three loops th e river moves 
to w ard the sea for a distance of al 
m ost fifty feet a nd m eanders about 
fo r fifteen miles iii doing It.—Boston 
Traveler.
